JUVENTUS CRUSH CITY IN 
GRAND FINAL FIRST LEG 


SYDNEY CITY, League Champions of the Northern Division, 
were well and truly tossed by the visiting Brunswick 
Juventus in first leg of the National NSL Grand Final at the 
St George Stadium, despite going down by a scoreline of 


only 1-0. 


To add injury to their 
woes, City had their 
skipper Murray Barnes 
sent off the pitch in the 
73rd minute following a 
scuffle with Juventus 
midfielder, Paul Wade. 


Juventus the under- 
dogs for the match, play- 
ed as if they were in fact 
the favourites and steam- 
rolled City by being far 
more competitive, much 

juicker with their shut- 
dons every tackler 
seemed to have a ‘dou- 
ble-cover’ or instant 
back-up. 

The Southerners 
seemed physically much 
stronger and their mi 
field quartet of Fabi 
Incantalupo, Mike 
Petersen, Richard 
Miranda and Paul Wade 
tossed City’s engine- 
room of Grant Lee, Joe 
Watson and Murray 
Barnes at will. 


Juventus powered 
their way through the 
first session with great 
aggression, a quality 
more accustomed to 
City’s style of play and 
on the night it looked as 
though the pupil was 
tutoring the master in this 
category. 

The match was sprink- 
led with spiteful tackles 
and Juventus could con- 
sider themselves most 
fortunate by the leniency 
they received from 
home-state referee, 
Peter Rampley.

Richards played his first game for 
Australia as a substitute for Tommy 
McColl against New Zealand during 
the Asian tour of 1967, also playing 
in four other matches and scoring a 

goal in the 8-1 victory over 
Combined Services of Singapore. 
Later he was a forgotten m: 
until Rale Rasic chose him to go on 
the 1970 World tour. It was on this 
tour that he established himself as 
an indispensible part of the 
national team. 
One of the highlights of his career 
was marking the great Pele in 
Australia's 2-2 draw with Santos in 
Sydney in 1972. 
Richards’ last match for Australia 
was in its 0-4 loss to Manchester 
United in 1975.

FOR JUNIOR COACHES 


THE NSW Amateur Soccer Federatiorf has just published a 
superb booklet to aid junior coaches in their efforts in 
coaching a side. 


With the kind permission of the NSWASF ASW ‘each week will publish one 
chapter from the six chapters, in the 46 page booklet. 


In this issue we take a look at the booklet’s foreword and chapter one, which 


features why children play and the coach's skill. 


SETTING YOUR GOALS 
Why children play: 


Children play to: 
@ Have fun. ~ 


@ Learn new skills. 
@ Be with friends. 


One of the most important decisions you will make as a coach concerns the objectives 
you seek. Most sport authorities recognise three major objectives: 

1. To have a winning team. 
2. To have fun — both coach and players. 
3. To help young people develop: 

(a) Physically, by learning sports skills to improve physical conditioning, developing 
good health habits and avoiding injuries. 

(b) Psychologically, by learning to control emotions and by developing feelings of self- 
worth. 

(c) Socially by learning how to co-operate in a competitive context and by learning 
appropriate standards of behaviour — (sportsmanship). 
Which of these objectives is important to you? Winning? Having fun? Helping children 
develop? Perhaps you believe all three are important. 
Coaches often have to decide whether they will pursue victory at the possible expense of 
the young athlete's well-being or development, What will be your priorities? 
Winning is imporant in sports. And winning can be kept in perspective when adults 
recognize that the process of striving to win can bring out the best in young people — in 
their performance, commitment and moral development. 
For sports to provide these benefits, itis vital that you maintain a proper perspective 
about winning: 


‘Athletes first, winning second.| rf 


Children and youth play to win, but this is not their prime reason for becoming involved 
in sports. Remember, the opinions of children are very important and the best way to 
learn likes and dislikes of children and youth in sportis to openly discuss with them their 
expectations, experiences and responsibilities. 


THE COACH’S SKILL 


‘The coach should approach each training session and game in much the same way as 
children do — it must be fun. 

There is no need for training to be hard and boring. Action can start as soon as players 
arrive at practice, by planning it in such a way that fundamental skills are developed 
through fun-drills, games and varying degrees of competitive pressure. 


Knowing 

‘The greater coach's knowledge the more chance he or she has of being effective. 
Organizing 

@ Prepare the session beforehand. Do not try to incorporate ideas as you go along. 


© Be early at the venue so that appropriate equipment and marking can be organized. 
© Be ready to greet performers as they arrive. 


fet performers into action quickly without long verbal explanations. 
© Ensure the first activity is an “active” one. 


Observing 


@ Stand back and watch what is happening. If you are “involved” with the group you 
will not see anything. You can also get in the way. 

‘© Watch for faults — but do not stop the group unless they recur. 

© Watch for quality of performance — it can be used as a good example. 

Note whether faults are common to all groups or just to “isolated” performers. 

© Be prepared to take notes, if necessary. 
Coaching 

© Always demonstrate what is required — avoid isolated verbal discussion. If you are 
unable to demonstrate personally, pick the right person in the group to do so for 
you. 

‘© Getthe performers to understand the coaches “language”, €.g. STOP...CANYOU 
DO THIS... WATCH ME... CONCENTRATE ON THIS... STAND STILL 
© Instil into the performer that everyone can improve — however small that improve- 
‘ment may be. | 

@ Insist on quality of performance and see that you own is maintained. 

© Insist on attention when you are giving advice but ask yourself the question “are they 
inattentive because I am talking too much?” 

© Avoid generalities — be specific with coaching points and instructions. 

© Always be ready to give praise. Coaching is not only designed to find faults. 

@ Once standards have been set — stick by them. 

© Ask yourself at the end of the session: Wasitfun? Did you enjoy it? Did they improve? 
Are they looking forward to the next session?

HAVING just returned from staffinG the Oceania/F.|.F.A 
course in Taiwan | thought a resume of the course would be 
interesting to the readers of Australian Soccer Weekly. 


The course was a four 
way one; myself doing 
the coaching, Alan Ves- 
sey the Queensland Ex- 
ecutive Secretary - the 
Administration; Doug 
Edwards from New Zea- 
land - the Sports Medi- 
cine and Ahmed Hus- 
sain from the Fiji - the 
referees. 


It was a marvellous 
experience made better 
by the wonderful help 
and hospitality shown to 
us by the Taiwanese, but 
also for the interest, 
attention and thirst for 
knowledge of the partici- 
pants. 

All were players or 
ex-players, most who 
had played for Taiwan 
(Chines Taipei) at Natio- 

Senior or Youth 


There is no doubt ab- 
out the ball skill/techni- 
que which is very good 
but their knowledge of 
the tactical side of the 
game needs a lot of 
attention. 


The course itself was a 
mixture 30% of inside 
lectures where we had 
use of video's, overhead 
projectors, magnetic soc- 
cer area etc. and 70% 
outside on a good sta- 
dium type ground. 

I conducted sessions 
with various teams in- 
cluding the National 
team which was in camp 
and will have been in 
camp for eight weeks 
Prior to their World Cup 
start in Israel in early 
September. 


Much of the other out- 


side work was based on 
general preparation and 
the principles of attack 
and defence and the 
effort and willingness of 
the group compensated 
for the difficulty in lan- 
guage, although my in- 
terpretor Mr David 
Wang made any difficul- 
ty minimal. 

One of the biggest 
problems in Taiwan is 
the lack of competition 
for the National team 
and even though they 
have been in camp for 
eight weeks they have 
-had no competitive 
matches in that period. 

They'll definitely im- 
prove and it wouldn't 
surprise me to see in a 
couple of years or more, 
their national teams 
holding there own in 
Oceania.
